SCARED—THAT'S ALL 


The withdrawal of seven companies—about 700 men 


—of the state troops from Bridgeport the next day 
after they arrived, shows the folly of a scared sheriff 
wiring to the governor for help before there is actual 
need of help. And it was an error of the governor to 
plunge the state into several thousand dollars useless 
and foolish expense before giving thorough investiga- 
tion. Tlie troops were astounded to trnd Bridgeport 
when they arrived far from being a "shot up" town. 
There was nothing particularly out of the ordinary: 
considerable excitement but nothing that a nervy sher- 
iff or a good police chief ought not to have handled. And 
the moving of the troops cost the state £7,000. to say 
nothing of the $3.000 a day maintainauee which Colum- 
bus papers state it has cost.Xot often in the stete of 
Ohio does it become necessary to rely upon martial law;
